We  find  that  the  family  at  the  Town  Farm  has  been  fed  and  clothed, 
und  some  bedding,  crockery  ware  and  such  farming  tools  as  has  been 
wanted  on  the  farm,  has  all  been  furnished  from  the  proceeds  of  the  farm, 
and  $6.12  paid  in  to  the  Treasurer  towards  paying  for  carrying  on  the 
farm.  We  now  find  on  the  farm  six  tons  of  English  hay,  1  1-2  bbls.  soap, 
3  1-2  bushels  of  beans,  12  bushels  barley,  35  bushels  of  corn.  60  bushels 
potatoes,  2  bbls.  pork,  1  bbl.  beef,  1  bushel  onions.  10  bbls.  Baldwin  ap- 
ples, 10  bushels  Turnips,  10  gallons  vinegar,  30  lbs.  tallow,  20  lbs.  butter. 
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30  lbs.  lard,  40  lbs.  dried  apples.  2  3  bbl.  flour,  14  hens,  3  cows,  1  shoat, 
and  the  usual  amount  of  sugar,  molasses.  &c. 

Agreeabie  to  a  vote  of  the  Town,  we  have  painted  the  buildings  at  the 
Town  Farm.  It  had  been  some  twelve  or  fourteen  years  since  the  house 
was  painted,  and  the  ell  part  was  never  painted  on  the  inside,  nor  papered. 
We  had  two  coats  of  paint  put  on  outside,  and  the  ell  and  a  part  of  the 
main  house  painted  with  two  coats  inside  and  mostly  papered.  The 
buildings  at  the  farm  are  in  good  repair  and  well  compares  with  first 
class  farm  houses  in  town.  We  are  happy  to  say  that  everything  inside 
of  the  house  under  the  charge  of  the  present  Matron,  Mrs.  Houston,  is 
neat  and  clean,  the  paupers  well  cared  for,  and  appear  to  be  contented 
and  happy.  The  following  named  persons  are  now  on  the  Farm:  Leon- 
ard Litchfield,  aged  65;  Phebe  Linsctot,  aged  79;  Sarah  Wilkinson,  aged 
84;  Betsy  Moore,  aged  86;  Eh  anor  Paul,  aged  70. 

School  IVIoney. 

The  Selectmen  and  S.  S.  Committee,  after  making  a  distribution  of  the 
school  money  as  per  scholar,  thought  that  justice  required  that  they 
should  take  money  from  Districts  Nos.  1  and  2,  and  divide  it  among  the 
small  districts,  and  therefore  took  $100  from  Dist.  No.  1  and  $50  from 
-Dist.  No.  2,  and  divided  the  $150  among  the  small  districts,  which  made 
quite  an  addition  to  the  amount  to  which  they  was  entitled  as  per  scholar, 
but  we  are  sorry  to  find  that  several  of  them  have  not  schooled  out  all 
their  money.

Since  the  final  settlement  of  the  Moulton  suit  vs.  Sanford,  your  Town 
has  not,  paid  for  any  law  suit,  but  at  this  date  the  Town  has,  by  their 
A»ent.  brought  a  suit  against  Orren  G.  Jones  and  George  W.  Thompson 
for  trespass,  which  was  entered  September  term  Sup.  Jud.  Court, 
1872.  At  the  January  Term  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  1873, 
Orren  G.  Jones  entered  a  suit  against  Sanford  for  money  he  claims  as  due 
him  from  the  Town  for  additions  and  alterations  of  the  Town  House., 
These  two  suits  are  still  pending,  and  we  are  not  able  to  tell  when  or  how 
they  will  end.  Your  Town  Agent  entered  an  appeal  from  the  County 
Commissioners  on  the  location  of  the  Thomas  Goodale  road  (so  called)  at 
the  January  Term  Sup.  Jud.  Court,  1873,  and  R.  M.  Goding,  Samuel 
Came  and  Edward  Bourne  were  appointed  Commissioners  and  will  proba- 
bly report  at  the  May  Term  Sup.  Jud.  Court.  1873.

OF  THE 

Superintending  School  Committee. 


DISTRICT  NO.  1.    Dr.  A.  W.  Dam,  Agent. 

The  three  terms  in  the  Primary  department  have  been  successfully 
kept  by  Miss  J.  M.  Giles.  The  scholars  love  her,  and  have  made  good 
improvement;  the  parents  so  far  as  we  know  are  weJJ  satisfied,  and  the 
Committee  also.  The  No.  registered  in  the  Spring  term.  85.  Average 
attendance.  70.  Fall  term.  73.  Average  40.  The  measles  caused  this 
great  reduction.    The  winter  term  is  now  in  progress. 

The  Graded  department  for  the  Spring  and  Fall  term  was  taught  by 
Miss  M.  I,.  Witmtm.  Her  skill  and  success  as  a  teacher  are  too  well 
known  to  need  any  commendation  in  this  report.  The  District  that  ob- 
tains her  services  is  fortunate.  No.  registered  in  Spring  term  47.  Aver, 
age  40.  Fall  term.  54.  Average  43.  The  Winter  term  was  taught  8 
weeks  by  Chas.  C.  Tilley,  of  Colby  University,  with  fine  success.  His 
work  was  solid  and  thorough,  and  it  was  much  to  the  'regret  of  scholars 
parents,  agent  and  committee,  that  ill  health  compelled  him  to  resign. 
But  we  are  glad  to  rind  that  the  term  is  being  kept'out  under  the  excel- 
lent management  of  Mr.  Leavitt.  Scholars  registered  61.  Average  un- 
der Mr.  T's.  tuition.  45.    Whole  No.  in  District  233. 

DISTPJC  T  NO.  2.    Jonas  K.  Dorman,  Agent. 

The  Spring  term  of  the  Grammar  department  was  taught  by  Miss  E. 
M.  Emery,  justty  reckoned  among  the  best  of  our  teachers.  But  the 
school  was  suddenly  closed  on  the  seventh  week  by  the  appearance  of  a 
case  of  small  pox  near  the  school  house.  The  number  registered,  29 ; 
average.  23.  + 

The  Primary  department  was  taught  by  Miss  E.  M.  Estes.  At  the 
commencement,  when  visited  by  the  Committee,  it  was  succeeding  well, 
and  the  prospect  of  a  prosperous  school  was  encouraging;  but  the  same 
cause  that  closed  the  upper  school  also  closed  this.  Number  registered. 
48 ;  average,  40. 
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The  terms  in  both  departments  were,  however,  resumed  on  the  last  of 
August,  and  did  as  well  as  conld  be  expected  for  five  weeks,  after  such  an 
interruption. 

The  Winter  school  of  the  Grammar  department  must  be  ranked,  if  not 
the  best,  yet  certainly  among  the  best  in  town.  Mr.  A.  K.  Leavitt  did 
himself  much  credit  as  teacher.  The  improvement  manifested  at  the 
examination  was  highly  satisfactory.  Number  registered.  52;  aver- 
age, 36. 

The  Primary  Winter  term  was  kept  by  Miss  Emery  with  her  customary 
success.  Number  registered.  43 ;  average,  30.  The  measles  diminished 
the  averaoo.  attendance  in  both  schools  much  below  what  it  otherwise 
would  have  been.    Number  of  scholars  in  district,  142. 

DISTRICT  NO.  3.    Christopher  Cram,  Agent. 

Miss  I.  B.  Lord  of  Shapleigh.  taught  the  Summer  term  of  ten  weeks. 
Considering  this  her  second  school,  she  did  remarkably  well.    Her  man 
agement  and  methods  were  excellent.    She  seemed  to  enter  into  the  spirit 
of  her  work,  and  the  punctual  scholars  made  good  improvement.  Num- 
ber registered.  38;  average,  21. 

The  Winter  term  is  lfbw  in  session  under  the  instruction  of  Mr.  H.  S. 
Merrifield.  Some  difficulty  has  arisen  from  the  want  of  suitable  wood- 
shed arrangements,  which  will,  it  is  hoped,  bo  duly  repaired  before  an- 
other term.  Attention  to  the  convenience  and  habits  of  scholars  is  an 
important  part  of  their  education.    Number  of  scholars  in  district.  57. 

DISTRICT  NO.  4.    Samuel  Morrison,  Agent. 
Both  terms,  Summer  and  Fall,  were  kept  by  Miss  H.  A.  Smith  of  Leba- 
non.   The  school  was  orderly  and  made  good  progress,  thus  speaking 
well  for  the  teacher.    Number  registered.  23;  average,  21.    Whole  num- 
ber in  district,  39.    Length  of  both  terms.  100  days. 

DISTRICT  NO.  5.  Enoch  F.  Lord,  Agent. 
The  Summer  and  Fall  terms  in  this  district  were  taught  by  Miss  A.  E. 
Wilson  of  Springvale.  This  was  her  first  experience  as  teacher,  but  her 
success  during  the  first  term  was  sufficient  to  warrant  her  taking  the 
second,  which  was  also  attended  with  good  improvement,  and  bore  a  good 
examination  at  its  close.  Number  registered,  17;  average,  15,  in  sufn- 
iner.    In  fall,  registered  14;  average,  12,    Scholars  in  district.  26. 

DISTRICT  NO.  6.    Jason  A.  Day.  Agent. 
Has  had  only  one  term  of  fourteen  weeks,  kept  by  Miss  J.  E.  Leavitt. 
Miss  L.  is  an  experienced  teacher,  having  kept  nineteen  schools  before. 
Number  registered,  22;  average,  17.    Whole  number  of  scholars  in  dis- 
trict, 32.

DISTRICT  NO.  7.  Nathaniel  Perkins,  Agent. 
Mis*  L.  E.  Hanson  of  Lyra  an,  teacher  of  both  terms,  succeeded  much 
beyond  our  expectation.  Her  scholars  seemed  to  be  well  posted  on  their 
lessons,  and  accordingly  passed  tine  recitations.  With  the  examination 
the  Committee  were  well  pleased.  Attendance  in  Summer  term,  14;  av- 
erage. 12.  Fall  term,  attendance.  11 ;  average.  9.  Whole  number  schol- 
ars in  district,  20.    Length  of  both  terms,  18  weeks. 

DISTRICT  NO.  8.   George  Jacobs,  Agent. 
Miss  M.  W.  Wheelwright  of  Alfred,  has  been  the  teacher  of  both 
terms;  has  kept  for  several  years  in  town,  and  meets  with  good  success. 
Number  registered  in  summer  term.  23;  average,  20.    In  fall  term.  27; 
average,  23.    Total  in  district.  54. 

DISTRICT  NO.  9.    Robert  Carroll,  Agent. 
Had  but  one  term  of  nine  weeks,  taught  by  F.  C.  Staples  of  Shap- 
leigh.    This  was  his  first  attempt,  but  he  got  along  very  veil  indeed. 
Number  attending  school.  10;  average.  7.    Total  number  in  district.  18. 

DISTRICT  NO.  10.    Geo.  Stillings,  Ayent. 

Has  had  two  terms  and  two  excellent  teachers.  Miss  E.  J.  Russell  of 
Alfred,  taught  the  Summer  term  of  twelve  weeks,  and  it  was  a  fine 
school.    Attendance.  21;  average,  19. 

Miss  With  am  kept  the  Winter  school,  and  with  her  usual  degree  of 
success.  It  was  only  six  weeks  in  duration.  Attendance,  21 ;  average,  18 
1-2.    Total  in  district,  35. 

DISTRICT  NO.  11.    Charles  S.  Bennett,  Agent. 
This  school  was  taught  by  Miss  V.  O.  Ramsdell  of  Lebanon,  a  teacher 
o(  much  experience,  having  a  thorough  and  systematic  manner  of  in- 
struction.   The  statistics  of  this  school  not  being  at  hand,  cannot  be 
given. 

DISTRICT  NO.  12. 

District  No.  12  is  joined  with  North  Berwick,  and  the  report  goes  into 
that  town. 

DISTRICT  NO.  13.    Solomon  Allen,  Agent. 
This  school  was  kept  by  Miss  E.  Bcrk  of  Lyman.    From  the  character 
of  the  teacher  We  judge  this  must  have  been  a  successful  term.    It  con- 
tinued sixteen  weeks,  had  17  scholars,  whose  average  was  11.    Total  in 
district.  10. 

DISTRICT  NO.  14.    Alonzo  Allen,  Agent. 
This  is  the  smallest  school  in  town,  numbering  only  11  scholars  in  all _ 
with  Bin  attendance,  and  an  average  of  5.    MissE.  J.  Calef  has  been 
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the  teacher,  keeping  a  term  of  17  weeks  with  fair  success.  The  scholars, 
though  few,  appear  to  love  their  privilege  and  strive  to  improve  it.  There 
are  marks  of  progress  from  term  to  term. 

DISTRICT  NO.  16.   Howard  Hill,  Agent. 

The  Summer  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Ramsdell,  who  kept  a  good 
school.  Parents  and  scholars  well  pleased.  Length  of  school,  6  weeks : 
attendance,  25;  average.  23. 

Winter  term,  Rtjfus  H.  Goding  of  Acton,  teacher.  This  was  his  first 
attempt.  Sustained  good  discipline  and  gave  general  satisfaction; 
promises  to  become  a  good  teacher.  Number  registered,  20;  average. 
16.    Total  in  district,  33.

On  the  whole,  you  will  observe  from  the  above  reports,  that  the 
schools  in  town  have  enjoyed  a  very  fair  measure  of  success.  The  teach- 
ers, as  a  band,  have  done  nobly,  and  will  stand  a  favorable  comparison 
with  those  of  most  any  town  in  the  county.  This  shows  that  the  Agents, 
to  say  nothing  of  the  Committee,  have  taken  pains  in  securing  those  thai 
would  do  good  work.  Some  Agents  have  been  remiss  in  their  duty  of 
notifying  the  Committee  when  their  terms  would  close,  .and  so  several 
schools  have  gone  un visited. 

Many  of  our  school  rooms  need  more  or  hetter  blackboards,  and  some 
of  the  houses  need  to  be  either  rebuilt  or  replaced  bj:  new  ones.  Districts 
cannot  take  too  mu^h  pride  and  interest  in  any  and  everything  that  per- 
tains to  the  education  of  the  children.  Money  thus  expended  pays  the 
largest  and  best,  interest. 

If  some  of  the  small  districts  could  be  united  to  others,  it  would  be  a 
benefit.  The  town  should  never  raise  less  mone}7  than  the  last  year  for 
school  purposes,  but  increase  it,  if  possible.

Superintending  School  Committee. 


The  S.  S.  Committee  make  the  following-  Report:— 

DISTRICT  NO.  1. 
There  have  been  three  terms  in  this  School  District  the  past  year,  and  two 
sehools  each  term,  Summer,  Fall  and  Winter  terms.  The  schools  in  this 
I  district  have  been  very  successful.  The  teachers  were  faithful,  and  the. 
scholars  improved  finely  in  their  studies.  The  Winter  term  has  been  in- 
jured some  by  the  scarlet  fever  prevailing  in  this  District,  which  prevent- 
ed a  large  number  of  scholars  from  attending*  school  so  regularly  as  they 
otherwise  would  have  attended.  There  are  a  large  number  ot  children  in 
this  District  that  attend  school  but  very  little,  and  are  very  irregular  in 
their  attendance,  that  should  attend  when  there  is  a  school. 

DISTRICT  NO.  2. 

In  this  District  there  have  been  two  terms.  Summer  and  Winter  terms. 

The  teachers  appeared  well  and  took  a  deep  interest  in  the  scholars, 
and  the  scholars  that  attended  school  constant^  appeared  to  feel  inter- 
ested in  their  studies.  The  attendance  in  the  latter  part  of  the  Winter 
term  was  not  so  good  as  it  ought  to  have  been.  The  Committee  found  no 
fault  with  either  of  the  teachers. 

DISTRICT  NO.  3. 
This  district  has  had  two  terms,  Summer  and  Winter.    The  Committee 
heard  of  no  complaint.    The  parents  in  the  District  have  spoken  very 
highly  of  the  school  the  past  year.    The  school  appeared  well  when 
visited. 
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DISTRICT  NO.  4. 
There  was  a  Summer  and  Fall  term  in  this  District.    They  were  both 
successful,  heard  no  complaint,  but  all  appeared  to  be  well  satisfied  with 
the  school. 

DISTRICT  NO.  5. 

There  was  a  Summer  and  Fall  term  in  this  District.  The  Summer  term 
was  but  a  few  weeks.  The  teacher  did  not  give  satisfaction  and  the  school 
closed  sooner  than  it  otherwise  would.  The  teachers  in  the  Fall  term 
gave  good  satisfaction,  and  the  scholars  improved  finely.  The  parents 
were  well  satisfied  with  the  Fall  term. 

DISTRICT  NO.  6. 
There  was  only  one  term  in  this  District,  taught  by  Mr.  Goodavix,  of 
Shapleigh. 

The  teacher  was  well  qualified  and  appeared  to  take  an  interest  in  the 
school.  But  for  some  reason  there  was  a  good  deal  of  dissatisfaction  in 
the  district  with  the  school,  and  the  school  was  a  failure.  The  same 
teacher  afterwards  taught  in  District  No.  3,  and  was  liked  very  much. 

DISTRICT  No.  7. 
There  were  two  terms  in  this  district,  Summer  aud  Fall.     The  Com- 
mittee heard  of  no  complaint,  and  the  school  appeared  well. 

DISTRICT  NO.  8. 
There  were  two  terms  in  this  District  the  past  year.  The  same  teacher 
that  taught  last  year.  The  Committee  heard  of  no  complaint.  The 
school  appeared  well,  and  parents  and  scholars  were  well  satisfied  with 
the  school.  There  must  be  a  large  number  of  scholars  in  this  District 
that  do  not  attend  school  as  constantly  as  they  should. 

DISTRICT  NO.  9. 
There  were  two  short  terms  in  this  District,  Summer  and  Fall  terms' 
The  teacher  gave  good  satisfaction.'  There  are  but  a  few  scholars  in  this 
District. 

DISTRICT  NO.  10. 

There  w-ere  two  terms  in  this  District.  Fall  and  Winter  terms.  The 
teacher  was  qualified  and  gave  good  satisfaction. 

DISTRICT  NO.  11. 
There  was  one  term  in  this  District.    The  Committee  heard   no  com- 
plaint.   The  school  was  small  in  numbers,  but  the  teacher  was  faithful) 
and  the  scholars  were  interested  in  their  studies. 

DISTRICT  NO.  13. 
One  term.    Satisfaction  given.    The  Committee  heard  of  no  complaint. 
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DISTRICT  NO.  14. 
One  term.    The  school  very  small  in   numbers.    The   scholars  were 
punctual  in  their  attendance,  and  made  good  improvement.    No  com- 
plaint to  the  Committee. 

DISTRICT  NO.  16. 
Two  terms  were  taught  in  this  District,  Fall  and  Winter.    Good  satis- 
faction given.    Heard  of  no  complaint.    All  appeared  to  be  well  pleased 
with  the  school. 

DISTRICT  NO.  17. 
There  were  two  terms  in  this  District.    There  was  a  good  attendance. 
The  teacher  gave  good  satisfaction.    The  scholars  made  good  progress  in 
their  studies. 


The  schools  in  town  the  past  year  have  been  very  successful,  except 
in  two.  District  No.  5,  Summer  term,  and  District  No.  6.  In  No.  5.  the 
teacher  was  not  qualified  to  manage  the  school.  And  in  No.  6,  there  was 
a  large  number  of  boys  that  did  not  want  to  conform  to  the  requirements 
of  a  healthy  discipline.  The  Committee  thought  the  fault  was  not  so 
much  in  the  teacher  as  in  others.  When  scholars  attend  school  big  or 
little,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  they  should  willingly  conform  to  the 
rules  of  the  school  as  'may  be  ordered  by  the  teacher.  Without  proper 
order  in  school  the  school  will  become  nearly  worthless  to  the  scholars. 

In  the  two  villages  in  town  there  are  a  large  number  of  scholars  that 
do  not  attend  school  as  they  ought.  Somebody  is  to  blame.  Who  is  it? 
Are  not  the  parents  of  the  children  that  are  running  in  the  streets,  when 
there  is  a  school,  negligent  to  say  the  least.  They  should  make  an  effort 
to  have  their  children  at  school,  and  not  permit  them  to  grow  up  in  igno- 
rance and. idleness.  There  is  no  reason  why  every  child  in  town,  if  he  has 
his  health,  when  they  become  men  and  women  should  not  have  a  good 
education.  There  is  ample  provision  made  for  all  so  to  do  on  the  part  of 
the  town.  If  all  parents  felt  interested  in  regard  to  educating  their  child- 
ren, then  ive  should  not  have  so  many  growing  up  in  ignorance  and  idle- 
ness. 

The  Commiitee  would  urge  upon  the  town  to  establish  a  free  High 
School  in  pursuance  of  the  law  passed  by  the  Legislature  in  1873.  There 
has  been  a  large  number  of  towns  that  have  established  such  schools, 
and  from  what  we  can  learn,  such  schools  have  given  general  satisfaction. 
The  State  pays  one  half  the  expense  for  teachers  not  exceeding  $500. 
This  town  in  their  State  tax  must  help  pay  for  schools  in  other  towns,  and 
would  it  not  be  economy  on  the  part  of  this  town  to  establish  such  school?

ROADS  AND  BRIDGES. 

The  Roads  and  Bridges  are  in  a  very  good  condition.  Some  of  the 
bridges  will  need  new  plank  the  coming  season,  as  usual.  The  time 
having  expired  that  the  County  Commissioners  allowed  the  Town  to 
build  the  new  road  near  Daniel  Johnson's,  the  Selectmen  built  the  road 
last  Fall,  out  of  the  Highway  money.  The  road  was  39  rods  long,  and 
was  built  for  $53  00.  The  time  will  expire  in  October  next  that  the 
Commissioners  allowed  the  town  to  build  the  Goodall  road,  (so  called). 
If  the  town  fails  to  build  the  road,  (unless  it  is  discontinued,)  it  will  be 
built  by  the  County  Commissioners.  There  are  two  bridges  to  be  built 
over  the  Mousam  river  in  building  said  road.  To  build  the  road  and 
bridges  and  pay  the  land  damages,  it  will  cost,  probably,  $3,500.  If  the 
town  build  the  road  it  will  be  necessary  to  raise  a  sufficient  sum  of  money 
to  do  the  same.  In  case  said  road  is  not  built,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the 
town  to  expend  some  four  or  five  hundred  dollars  in  improving  the  road 
as  now  traveled  from  Sanford  Corner  to  the  depot.  The  road  laid  out  by 
the  Commissioners  near  David  Fall's,  the  town  will  not  be  obliged  to  build 
this  year.  We  have  given  in  the  following  table  the  amount  of  highway  tax 
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committed  to  the  several  Surveyors  in  Summer  and  Winter,  and  the  amount 
expended  and  the  amount  not  expended  in  Summer  and  Winter.  The 
whole  highway  tax  having  been  committed  to  the  Collector,  the  amount 
not  expended  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  or  stands  charged  to  him.

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There  is  now  on  the  Farm  3  cows,  7  tons  of  hay,  12  hens,  1  shoat,  6  bu. 
barley,  1  3-4  bbls.  soap,  117  lbs.  dried  apples,  2  bushels  beans,  1-2  bushel 
peas,  3-4  bbl.  flour,  1  1-2  bbls.  pork,  38  lbs.  lard,  7  lbs.  butter,  2-3  bbl. 
pickles,  70  bushels  Baldwin  apples,  40  bushels  potatoes,  o  cords  of  wood, 
and  the  usual  amount  of  molasses,  sugar,  tea,  &c. 

The  following  named  persons  are  now  on  the  Farm,  and  have  been  through 
the  Winter,  and  the  most  of  them  through  the  year:  Leonard  Litchfield, 
aged  67 ;  Alpheus  Lord,  aged  71 ;  Stephen  Wilkinson,  aged  63 :  Forrest 
Storer,  aged  74;  Freeman  B.  Hill,  aged  64;  Betsey  Moore,  aged  81 ;  Elea- 
nor Paul,  aged  72 ;  Sarah  Wilkinson,  aged  86 ;  Lydia  Burns,  aged  76 ; 
Phebe  Linscott,  aged  81. 

We  have  ten  paupers  on  the  Farm,  all  aged  people,  and  they  require  a 
hearty,  nourishing  diet,  consequently  it  costs  no  small  sum  to  support  the 
family. 

We  have  been  obliged  to  furnish  the  past  year  156  meals  to,  those  tramps 
that  travel  trom  town  to  town,  too  lazy  to  work  for  a  living. 

Mrs.  Isabelle  Smith  became  insane  last  March,  and  fell  in  distress  in  the 
town  of  Shapleigh,  and  was  chargeable  to  the  town  of  Sanford.  We  took 
her  to  the  Farm,  and  were  compelled  to  keep  her  confined  to  her  room  the 
most  of  the  time  until  July,  when  she  died,  of  dropsy.  She  was  buried 
on  the  Farm. 

Elizabeth  Goodwin  was  thrown  on  our  hands  last  Spring.  She  was  also, 
insane  and  so  boisterous  that  it  became  necessary  to  chain  her.  After  some 
three  months  she  became  sane,  and  we  paid  her  fare  away,  and  have  not 
heard  from  her  since — but  she  is  liable  to  return  at  any  time. 

Those  that  are  now  on  the  Farm  are  likely  to  remain  there  through  life. 
They  are  all  well  cared  for,  and  appear  to  be  contented.  Two  of  them, 
Stephen  Wilkinson  and  Forrest  Storer,  are  blind.  Phebe  Linscott,  insane. 
Mrs.  Moore,  not  able  to  walk  without  the  aid  of  a  chair  pushed  before  her. 
And,  in  fact,  none  of  them  are  able  to  do  much  work. 

The  family  being  so  large,  it  became  necessary  to  increase  the  bedding  last 
Fall,  which  was  paid  for  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Farm.  Also,  the  crockery 
ware  has  been  replenished,  and  the  paupers  have  been  clothed  from  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  Farm. 

We  pay  Moses  S.  Huston  and  wife,  for  their  services  this  year  on  the  I  arm, 
$300,  and  we  are  happy  to  say  that  Mr.  Huston  has  managed  the  out-door 
business  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  We  also  find  the  house,  under  the  care 
of  Mrs.  Huston,  at  all  times  neat  and  clean.  Notwithstanding  the  large  fam- 
ily she  has  to  look  after,  always  appearing  pleasant  and  social,  ready  and 
willing  at  all  times,  day  or  night,  to  administer  to  the  wants  of  those  under 
her  care.

The  bills  on  law  suits  this  year  have  been  very  large,  in  consequence  of 
having  to  pay  the  costs  in  the  Goodall  Eoad  case.  The  Suit,  "Jones  vs. 
Sanford"  has  been  argued  before  the  full  Court,  and  is  still  pending,  and,  as 
we  learn,  the  arguments  were  not  completed  until  January,  1875.  The  Court 
will  probably  not  report  until  after  the  July  Term,  1875.  As  long  as  the 
Town  is  Plaintiff  or  Defendant  in  any  suit,  they  may  expect  to  be  called  upon 
to  pay  from  their  Treasury  yearly.

The  laws  of  the  State  allow  the  Selectmen  and  S.  S.  Committee  to 
divide  ten  per  cent,  of  the  whole  amount  of  school  money  among  the* 
smaller  districts  ;  accordingly  the  Board  deducted  ten  per  cent.  ($374,26) 
from  the  whole  amount,  leaving  $3368,40,  which  they  divided  among  the 
several  districts  as  per  scholar,  and  the  ten  per  cent.  ($374,26)  among 
the  smaller  districts,  as  they  thought  justice  demanded.  The  following 
table  will  show  the  number  of  scholars  in  the  several  districts,  the  amount 
to  whieh  the  several  districts  were  entitled,  as  per  scholar,  alter  deducting 
the  ten  per  cent.,  the  amount  distributed  to  the  several  smaller  districts, 
the  total  amount  distributed  to  the  several  districts,  and  the  amount  due 
the  several  districts,  Feb.  23,  1874:

Your  Collector 
was  expected  to  take  those  certificates,  and  pay  in  towards  the  State 
Tax,  and  pay  the  amount  to  your  Town  Treasurer,  that  the  Town  might 
have  the  money  to  pay  their  town  orders,  but  he  refused  to  do  it,  eonse- 
quently  left  your  Treasurer  without  funds,  and  he  was  compelled  to 
borrow  some  $1,2J0,  which  the  town  is  paying  interest  for.

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We  know  of  no  demands  now  against  the  town  unsettled,  except  the 
amount. due  J.  B.  Libby  tor  collecting  the  tax  of*  1874  when  the  tax  is 
collected  (we  think  it  will  be  about  $70).  In  making  our  report  we 
have  in  the  amount  due  from  the  town  reckoned  the  interest  on  all 
notes  and  orders  bearing  interest  to  Feb.  23,  1875,  and  carried  it  to  the 
amount  of  the  note.  Ivory  Goodwin  held  two  notes  against  the  town, 
amounting  to  $1000,  bearing  8  per  cent  interest.  Your  Treasurer  bor- 
rowed ."1800  at  6  per  cent,  interest,  and  took  the  balance  from  the  treas- 
ury and  paid  Goodwin's  notes.  Luther  H.  Butler  has  been  paid  from  the 
treasury  $150  on  the  principal  of  his  note  of  $700,  and  interest  to  July 
1,  1874.    Interest  $43. 

You  will  see  that  your  Collector  for  1874  has  now  $9,648  09  standing 
against  him.  Whether  your  Collector  is  in  fault,  or  the  tax  payers,  we 
do  not  know,  but  leave  it  with  the  delinquent  tax  payers  to  determine. 
The  town  is  paying  interest  on  quite  a  portion  of  this  money,  and  your 
Collector  should  be  made  to  collect  the  tax  according  to  the  conditions 
of  his  bond,  and  save  the  town  from  paying  interest.

The  S.  S.  Committee  submit  the  following  Report: 
HIGH  SCHOOL. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town,  at  the  meeting  in 
March,  1874,  to  establish  a  "Free  High  School",  the  Com- 
mittee fitted  up  the  Town  Hall  with  seats,  black-boards,  &c,  for 
a  school  room,  and  secured  the  services  of  Mr.  S.  C.  Paoe  as 
Teacher. 

The  School  began  Aug.  17,  1874,  and  continued  twelve  weeks. 
The  number  in  attendance  was  about  fifty.  This  term  was  very 
pleasant  and  profitable.  The  attendance  was  quite  regular,  and 
the  interest  of  both  teacher  and  scholars  was  commendable.  Mr. 
Page  proved  himself  an  excellent  teacher  in  this  position,  and  the 
scholars  applied  themselves  zealously  to  their  studies,  making  good 
progress,  and  what  is  better,  thorough  progress.  We  think  the 
progress  in  this  school  was  far  better  than  we  could  expect  in  an 
ordinary  district  school ;  besides,  the  studies,  many  of  them,  were 
more  advanced  than  are  taught  in  district  schools,  also  more  ad- 
vanced than  most  of  our  teachers  are  capable  of  teaching. 

The  Committee  would  recommend  to  the  Town  to  continue  this 
school  b}^  all  means.  The  next  term  will  be  at  Sanford  Corner, 
commencing  Feb.  22.  We  hope  this  term  will  be  as  successful 
as  the  last. 
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It  is  to  be  regretted  that  some  districts  did  not  arrange  their 
terms  of  school  so  as  to  give  their  scholars  the  opportunity  of  at- 
tending the  High  School.  By  having  their  terms  of  school  in 
Summer  and  Winter,  they  could  have  given  their  larger  scholars 
t  wice  the  amount  of  schooling  they  received,  and  the  smaller  ones 
nearly  or  quite  as  good  opportunities.  We  hope  the}'  will  not  let 
so  good  an  opportunity  slip  again.  We  hope  a  distance  of  two 
or  three  miles  will  not  hinder  any  scholars  from  attending  this 
school.  Boys  would  find  the  walk  no  more  than  they  need  for 
their  health,  and  girls  too,  properly  clothed. 


DISTRICT  NO.  1. 

There  have  been  three  terms  in  this  DistrictT  and  two  schools 
each  term.  In  the  upper  school  two  of  the  terms  have  been 
taught  by  Mil.  Page.  Under  his  instruction  most  of  the  scholars 
have  learned  well ;  some  of  them  have  done  very  finely.  Mr.  Page 
is  a  thorough  scholar,  and  possesses  a  rare  talent  for  imparting 
knowledge  to  his  pupils.  Perhaps  a  little  steadier  hand  at  times 
in  the  government  would  make  the  school  more  pleasant. 

The  Fall  Term  of  this  school  was  taught  b}-  Miss  Lucr  A. 
Burke.  She  was  well  qualified  and  experienced,  and  the  scholars 
learned  very  well. 

We  fear  there  is  an  inclination  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  larger 
scholars  in  this  school  to  neglect  their  studies.  It  is  annoying. to 
the  teacher,  and  the}*  must  remember  there  is  no  royal  road  to 
knowledge.  A  man's  learning  is  like  his  bread,  earned  by  the 
sweat  of  his  brow. 

The  Primary  School  has  been  taught  all  the  year  try  Miss  Jen- 
nie Giles.  The  school  has  been  large,  and  for  that  reason,  difficult 
and  wearing  to  the  teacher.  Miss  Giles  is  well  adapted  to  the 
position.  She  has  the  love  of  her  scholars,  and  they  have  learned 
well.  During  the  last  term  they  have  made  more  than  common 
progress.  The  examination  was  excellent,  particularly  in  Geog- 
raphy. 
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DISTRICT  NO.  2. 
There  have  likewise  been  three  terms  in  this  District,  and  two 
schools  each  term.  In  the  upper  school  Miss  M.  L.  Witham 
taught  the  first  two  term®.  Miss  Witham  is  an  experienced 
teacher,  and  gave  good  satisfaction.  There  should  have  been 
more  attention  to  reading. 

The  Winter  Term  was  taught  by  Mr.  C.  C.  Tilley,  of  Colby  Uni- 
versity. Mr.  Tilley  is  well  qualified  for  teaching,  both  in  instruc- 
tion and  government.  lie  spares  no  labor  in  the  school  room,  and 
never  fails  to  inspire  enthusiasm  where  there  is  any  material  with 
which  to  kindle  a  flame.  The  term  was  quite  successful,  though 
we  fear  there  was  not  quite  s<>  much  effort  by  a  part  of  the  scholars 
as  there  might  have  been. 

The  Primary  School  was  taught  the  first  two  terms  by  Miss 
Ellen  M.  Emery.    She  is  an  experienced  teacher  and  one  of  our 
-best.    The  school  appeared  well  and  made  some  progress. 

The  'Winter  Term  was  taught  by  Miss  Annie  E.  Wilsois. 
Miss  Wilson  acquitted  herself  well,  and  the  school  was  quite  suc- 
cessful. 

We  think  the  Agent  oflhis  district  has  been  very  successful  in 
securing  good  teachers.  We  fear  the  scholars  in  this  district  do 
not  appreciate  their  privileges  as  they  ought,  and  to  a  large  extent 
fail  to  apply  themselves  to  study. 


DISTRICT  NO.  8. 

The  Summer  Term  of  this  school  was  taught  by  Miss  Delta  A . 
Hasty.  She  also  began  the  Winter  Term,  but  was  obliged  to 
leave  it  on  account  of  sickness.  There  was  a  lack  of  system  in 
this  school.  The  government  wras  not  good,  and  the  instruction 
was  not  clear  and  thorough.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Committee, 
this  school  w>as  not  so  profitable  as  it  should  have  been,  though 
we  learn  the  people  in  the  District  were  well  pleased.  Mr. 
Samuel  Nowell  is  now  teaching  the  school.-  This  is  his  first 
effort,  but  he  appears  to  be  doing  well,  and  the  school  improving. 
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DISTRICT  NO.  4. 

There  were  two  terms  in  this  school,  both  taught  fay  Miss  Car- 
rie Tebbetts.  This  was  her  first  attempt  at  teaching,  but  she 
had  qualified  herself  for  the  office  before  she  began  to  teach,  which 
we  wish  we  could  say  of  all  our  beginners.  She  went  to  the 
school  with  the  true  idea — that  success  comes  only  by  labor. 
Thus  she  made  her  anticipations  put  ou  the  form  of  reality.  Her 
scholars  all  learned  well.  The  teacher  should  have  had  higher 
wages.  We  hope  the  parents  in  this  District  will  realize  the  im- 
portance of  scholars  attending  school  regularly,  and  will  be  care- 
ful not  to  keep  their  children  out  of  schooh 


DISTRICT  NO.  5. 

This  School  had  two  terms,  both  taught  by  Miss  Annie  E. 
Wilson.  There  are  fine  scholars  in  this  school,  and  they  all 
seemed  to  realize  what  they  went  to  school  for.  The  progress 
was  good,  and  the  school  was  satisfactoiy. 


DISTRICT  NO.  6. 

The  Summer  Term  was  taught  by  Miss  Mary  A.  Goodwin. 
The  School  made  good  progress,  and  the  Committee  were  satis- 
fied. The  Fall  Term  was  begun  by  Mr.  R.  Vvr.  Churchill,  but 
he  soon  left  it  on  account  of  sickness.  Mr.  Geo.  M.  Abbott 
finished  the  term.  The  school,  being  thus  broken  up,  could  not 
be  very  successful,  though  we  think  a  little  more  energy  on  the 
part  of  the  last  teacher  would  have  been  an  improvement. 


DISTRICT  NO.  7. 

There  were  two  short  terms  in  this  school,  taught  by  ,  Miss 
Addie  K.  Smith.  The  School  is  small,  but  seems  to  have  some 
fine  scholars  in  it  if  they  could  have  an  opportunity.    The  teacher 
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did  not  prove  to  be  qualified  for  teaching*,  and  the  Committee 
were  not  satisfied. 


DISTRICT  NO.  8. 

This  District  had  two  terms  of  school.  Miss  Mary  W. 
Wheelwright  taught  them  both.  She  has  taught  this  school  for 
four  years.    The  scholars  seemed  to  be  making  fair  progress. 


DISTRICT  NO.  9. 

There  are  very  few  scholars  in  this  District,  and  they  do  not 
all  attend  school.  There  were  two  terms  during  the  year,  both 
taught  by  Miss  Nellie  Grendell.  This  was  a  very  small  scjiool, 
made  up  of  very  small  scholars.    The  scholars  learned  quite  well. 


,     DISTRICT  NO.  10. 

There  was  only  -one  term  in  this  District,  taught  by  Mr.  Frank 
C.  Staples.  He  is  a  young  teacher,  but  the  scholars  learned 
very  well.  The  Committee  found  at  the  end  of  the  term  that  the 
school  had  been  much  more  profitable  than  they  expected  at  the 
beginning  it  would  be.  We  heard  of  some  trouble  in  the  school, 
but  everything  seemed  pleasant  when  we  visited  it. 


DISTRICT  NO.  11. 

This  District  is  veiy' small,  and  had  only  one  term  of  school. 
It  was  taught  b}^  Miss  Mary  W.  Wheelwright.  They  have 
very  poor  advantages  in  this  District,  and  perhaps  the  progress 
was  all  we  could  expect.  Still,  we  think  a  little  more  attention  to 
the  point  of  demonstration,  or  clear  explanation,  would  have 
made  the  school  more  profitable.  There  seemed  to  be  some  very 
good  scholars  in  this  district. 


DISTRICT  NO.  13. 

This  District  is  quite  small,  but  had  two  terms  of  school.  The 
first  was  taught  by  Miss  Mary  S.  Bennett.  This  term  was 
short,  and  Arisited  by  the  Committee  only  once.  The  scholars 
appeared  to  be  learning  well,  and  the  school  every  way  satisfac- 
tory. A  second  visit  was  deemed  unnecessary.  The  Fall  term 
was  taught  by  Mr.  Thomas  A.  Russell.  He  appeared  to  be  a 
thorough  teacher,  and  the  school  maintained  its  usual  high 
standard. 


DISTRICT  NO.  14. 
There  were  nine  weeks  of  school  in  this  District,  taught  by 
Miss  Eugene  C.  Perkins.  There  are  only  five  scholars  in  this 
District.  Only  three  pretended  to  go  to  school,  and  one  of  these 
only  a  few  days.  The  school  had  an  average  attendance  of  two. 
We  would  recommend  that  this  District  unite  with  District 
No.  13. 


DISTRICT  NO.  16. 

There  were  nineteen  weeks  of  school  in  this  District  during  the 
year.  Miss  Fannie  A.  Hanscom  taught  them.  The  order  was 
very  good,  and  the  scholars  learned  well. 


DISTRICT  NO.  17. 
This  is  the  last  school  in  town,  but  "The  last  shall  be  first." 
There  were  nineteen  weeks  of  school  in  this  District,  divided  into 
two  terms,  both  taught  by  Miss  Mary  A.  Ricker.  Miss  Rickei* 
is  one'  of  our  very  best  teachers,  and  her  school  one  of  the  most 
successful.  The  scholars  evidently  went  to  school  to  learn,  imd 
did  not  forget  this  purpose  when  there.  They  made  good'  pro- 
gress and  went  very  thoroughly.  The  Committee  were  highly 
pleased  at  the  examination.    The  reading  was  very  fine.  In 
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arithmetic  the  scholars  showed  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  prin- 
ciples, and  were  able  to  demonstrate  them  readily  and  clearly. 
They  also  excelled  in  geography.  Miss  Ricker  has  taught  this 
school  for  some  time,  and  the  school  shows  the  advantage  of  good 
teaching,  also  the  advantage  of  continuing  one  teacher  in  a  school, 
instead  of  changing  so  often  as  many  schools  do. 


The  Committee  have  taken  much  pains  with  the  schools  this 
year,  and  think,  on  the  whole,  they  have  made  very  fair  progress. 
We  have  labored  to  hold  the  teachers  and  scholars  up  to  a  high 
standard,  and  hope  to  make  still  more  progress  in  this  direction. 

Many  «>f  the  school-rooms  are  lacking  black-boards.  It  is  very 
important  that  every  school  be  well  provided  with  these  teacher's 
tools.  Every  school-room  ought  to  have  two,  or  three,  or  more 
good  black-boards,  according  to  the  size  of  the  school.  We 
would  also  earnestly  recommend  to  the  Agents  to  see  that  their 
several  schools  are  provided  with  a  globe  and  outline  maps. 
They  can  be  had  for  a  small  price.  We  think  every  school  can 
better  afford  to  lose  one  week  from  each  term  than  to  be  without 
them.    Even  at  that  cost  it  would  be  a  profitable  investment. 

We  would  also  recommend  that  Districts  No.  13  and  14  be 
united.  Both  schools  are  small,  and  in  Xo.  14  it  has  cost  the 
town  fifty-six  dollars  to  give  two  scholars  nine  weeks  school. 

We  would  urge  upon  the  Agents  the  importance  of  securing 
good  teachers.  There  cannot  be  good  schools  without  good 
teachers.  If  you  must  take  young  teachers,  be  sure  they  are 
qualified.  The  Committee  cannot  always  reject  them,  for  it 
would  cause  delay,  confusion,  and  often  break  up  the  schools, 
and  be  worse  than  to  let  the  teacher  go  on.  Young  persons 
without  experience  and  without  being  qualified  cannot  be  good 
teachers.  Many  of  them  need  to  go  to  school  at  least  one  or  two 
full  years  more  than  they  do,  before  beginning  to  teach.  We 
think  every  teacher,  old  and  young,  ought  to  attend  the  'k  Teachers' 
Institutes,"  which  are  held  in  the  county  for  their  benefit. 
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We  think  it  would  be  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  the  schools  in 
District  No.  1  to  have  another  school  established.  As  they  arc 
now,  the  schools  are  too  much  crowded,  too  man}'  scholars 
attending  each  school  for  any  teacher  to  do  them  justice.  There 
are  271  scholars  reported,  and  only  school  accommodations  for 
150,  and  as  the  present  Legislature  has  before  it  an  act,  which  if 
it  becomes  a  law,  will  make  it  incumbent  on  all  children  between 
the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  to  attend  school,  we  may  expect 
more  to  attend  school  than  have  heretofore.  Therefore  we  would 
recommend  to  the  District  to  make  arrangements  for  one  more 
school  at  least.  As  the  schools  are  now,  and  have  been  in  years 
past,  we  do  not  think  the  scholars  have  an}'  more  than  an  even 
chance  with  those  in  the  smaller  Districts.  It  is  true  in  the 
smaller  Districts  the}'  do  not  have  as  many  weeks  of  school,  but 
the  schools  being  smaller  the  teacher  has  more  time  to  cfevote  to 
each  scholar,  and  what  they  lose  in  length  of  school  they  gain  in 
thorough  training.

There  was  $6,00  that  was  designed  to  be  put  to  Dist.  Ko.  20, 
Who  schooled  their  money  in  Acton;  but  there  was  some  trouble 
with  the  two  districts,  and  the  money  was  left  in  the  Treasury.

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There  has  been  on  an  average  ten  paupers  on  the  Farm  for  the  year  past,  and 
as  you  will  see  by  report,  all  aged  people,  making  the  family  consisting  of  twelve 
and  every  man  in  Town  must  be  satisfied  that  to  support  such  a  family  costs  no 
small  sum,  especially  if  they  are  properly  clothed  and  furnished  with  such  a  diet 
as  their  age  and  circumstances  require,  which  we  have  endeavored  to  do.  The 
following  named  persons  are  now  supported  by  the  Town  at  their  Farm,  and  are 
likely  to  be  during  life.  Leonard  Litchfield,  aged  68,  Alpheus  Lord,  aged  72, 
Stephen  Wilkinson,  aged  64,  Freeman  B.  Hill,  aged  65,  Betsey  Moore,  aged  82, 
Eleanor  Paul,  aged  aged  73,  Sarah  Wilkinson,  aged  87,  Lydia  Burns,  aged  77, 
Phebe  Linscott,  aged  93,  Hannah  Wise,  aged  81.  Abbie  Wise,  aged  78,  died  at 
ihe  Farm  last  Fall,  and  was  buried  at  the  expense  of  the  Town. 

Leonard  Litchfield  has  been  confined  to  his  bed  for  four  months  past,  and  ac- 
cording to  all  appearances  will  not  survive  but  a  few  weeks. 

We  have  furnished  our  proportional  part  of  meals  and  lodgings  to  those  tramps 
that  live  on  the  community  and  too  lazy  to  work. 

Benjamin  Bicker  fell  sick  at  Berwick  last  Fall  and  was  chargeable  to  Sanford. 
We  went  to  Berwick  to  take  him  home,  but  found  him  too  low  to  be  moved.  H© 
died  in  a  few  days,  and  was  buried  at  the  expense  of  Sanford. 

There  is  now  on  the  Farm  one  yoke  of  oxen,  two  cows,  six  tons  of  hay,  one 
shoat,  seven  bushels  of  corn,  1-12  bushels  barley  4-12  bushels  beans,  one  bushel 
peas,  forty  lbs.  dried  apples,  twelve  lbs.  tallow  and  candles,  sixty  bushels  pota- 
toes fifty  bushels  turnips  and  beets,  three  barrels  apples,  two  bushels  onions, 
1-12  barrels  cider,  seventeen  lbs.  lard,  seven  lbs.  butter,  one  barrel  pork,  one-half 
barrel  beef,  one-half  barrel  pickles,  one-half  barrel  flour,  one-half  barrel  »meal, 
twelve  hens  and  the  usual  amount  of  molasses,  tea,  sugar,  &c. 

Itwill  be  necessary  to  make  some  repairs  on  the  buildings  at  the  Farm  the 
coming  season.  The  shed  leading  from  the  House  to  the  Barn  will  want  to  be 
shingled  and  new  sills.  The  House  is  too  small  for  the  family.  Those  old  peo- 
ple have  to  have  each  a  bed,  and  it  makes  it  necessary  to  put  two  beds  in  some 
of  those  small  sleeping  rooms,  and  they  are  very  poorly  ventilated.  The  House 
should  be  enlarged  or  some  sleeping  rooms  finished  off  in  the  shed  part,  to  meet 
the  wants  and  comfort  of  the  family.  The  Town  should  dig  a  well  nearer  the 
House.  The  well  now  is  some  twenty  rods  from  the  House,  and  to  bring  what 
water  from  that  well  that  is  required  for  use  in  the  House,  and  for  washing,  es- 
pecially where  the  Matron  has  to  wash  every  day  in  the  week, Sundays  excepted, 
imposes  a  very  heavy  task  on  those  who  have  the  labor  to  perform. 

It  will  be  necessary  for  the  Town  to  purchase  a  wood  lot  or  buy  wood,  as 
nearly  all  of  the  wood  is  now  used  up  on  the  Farm ;  or  what  would  be  better  to 
sell  the  Farm  and  purchase  one  that  has  a  sufficient  amount  of  wood  on  it,  and 
will  afford  hay  and  grazing  land  enough  to  keep  more  stock. 

We  pay  Moses  Huston  and  Wife  three  hundred  dollars  for  their  services  on 
the  Farin  for  the  year  ensuing  April  1st,  1876.  Mr.  Huston  has  managed  the 
out-door  business  very  satisfactory.  Wo  are  happy  to  say  that  Mrs.  Huston  has 
kept  the  house  clean  and  tidy,  has  always  been  ready  to  administer  to  the  wants 
of  those  under  her  care.  Her  task  has  been  very  hard  yet  she  always  appears  so* 
cial  pleasant,  and  ready  to  do  everything  to  promote  the  comfort  of  those  en- 
trusted to  her  charge.  There  has  been  religious  services  at  the  Farm  House  for 
the  benefit  of  those  aged  people(and  such  as  were  disposed  to  attend)  nearly 
every  Sabbath  afternoon  the  past  season,  conducted  by  the  Ministers  from  San- 
ford Corner,  and  the  and  the  Dec-ring  neighborhood. 
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TOWN  HALL. 


At  the  March  Meeting,  1875,  the  Town  voted  and  authorized 
the  Selectmen  to  let  the  Town  Hall  when  not  wanted  for  Town 
purposes.  They  also  voted,  and  allowed  the  Free  High  School  to 
he  kept  iu  the  Hall,  the  Fall  term  which  is  the  most  profitable  time 
to  rent  the  Hall.  The  Hall  was  not  furnished,  but  we  succeeded 
in  obtaining  Chandeliers  sufficient  to  light  the  "Hall,  borrowed 
benches  for  seats.  We  repaired  stove  which  cost  87,10,  furnished 
wood  and  oil  and  a  man  to  take  care  of  the  House,  and  paid  all 
bills  against  the  House  from  the  proceeds  of  the  House,  and  paid 
into  the  Treasurer  of  the  Town,  $48,00. 

Had  the  Hall  been  properly  furnished  the  Town  might  have  re- 
alized a  much  larger  sum  for  the  use  of  it. 

We  are  happy  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  Town  House  has  not 
been  injured  in  any  way,  inside  nor  out.

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

Siemtiii  School  Committtee. 


The  S  S.  Committee  of  Sanford  make  the  following  Eeport:. 

Mr.  Roberts  one  member  of  the  Committee,  resigned  last  Au- 
gust. He  had,  prior  to  then ,  taken  nearly  the  whole  charge  in  vis- 
iting the  several  schools;  but  his  report  was,  that  they  were  doing 
well. 

The  schools  for  the  past  year,  have  been  generally  prosperous, 
and  have  made  fine  improvement.  It  is  true  that  there  has  been 
some  complaint  but  on  the  whole  they  have  been  quite  satisfactory. 

The  several  school  districts  in  electing  their  several  agents  should 
be  careful  and  elect  such  persons  for  their  agents  as  will  take  an 
interest  in  having  a  good  school.  He  should  be  cautious  about  se-' 
lecting  his  teachers,  but  that  is  not  all  his  duty;  he  should  on  or 
soon  after  the  first  day  of  April,  take  a  list  of  the  teachers  in  his 
District,  and  return  them  to  the  Selectmen;  and  before  his  school 
begins,  he  should  see  that  the  school  house  and  out  buildings  are 
in  order;  provide  suitable  wood  for  the  school,  aud  during  the  term 
have  everything  necessary  for  the  comfort  of  the  teacher  and 
scholars.

The  blackboards  in  many  of  the  schools  are  getting  out  of  re- 
pair, need  painting.  All  schoolrooms  should  be  furnished  with 
suitable  blackboards. 

In  some  of  the  Districts,  the  school  houses  are  getting  out  of  re 
pair.  We  have  noticed  that  in  some  the  plastering  is  off  in  places, 
doors  out  of  repair  in  such  a  manner  that  it  makes  the  house  cold, 
and  necessitates  a  larger  expenditure  for  fuel  then  would  otherwise 
be  needed,  and  makes  it  very  uncomfortable  for  the  scholars.  We 
call  the  attention  of  such  to  the  several  Districts,  and  recom- 
mend to  them  to  have  their  school  houses  kept  in  good  repair. 

If  a  school  house  is  in  good  condition,  kept  neat  and  clean, 
the  teacher  and  scholars  will  take  a  deeper  interest  in  the  school' 

There  is  a  good  deal  of  irregular  attendance  in  some  of  the 
schools  in  Town,  and  especially  in  the  two  Villages.  Now  that  is 
a  fault  on  the  part  of  the  parents.  The  parents  should  see  to  it, 
and  have  their  children  sent  to  school  when  the  school  is  keeping, 
with  a  little  care  and  attention  in  regard  to  it,  we  should  have  bet- 
ter scholars. 

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

There  has  been  two  terms  of  High  School  the  past  year.  One 
term  at  Sanford  Corner  last  Spring  of  ten  weeks,  which  gave  ex- 
cellent satisfaction.    The  school  was  so  full  that  we  had  to  get  an 
.  Assistant. 

Last  Fall  we  had  a  term  at  the  Town  House  of  twelve  weeks, 
and  had  an  Assistant  there. 

The  High  School  is  working  well,  the  scholars  that  have  at- 
tended have  made  fine  improvement,  especially  those  that  have  at- 
tended regularly. 

There  will  be  a  Spring  term  commence  at  Sanford  Corner  Feb. 
21st 

We  would  recommend  to  the  voters  in  Town  to  continue  the 
High  School  by  raising  money  for  its  support.
